Last Sunday, the local Ball Club 
ufered a double defeot administ- 
ered by the Millicent Oilers. To 
most players on the Bassano team 
it was a couple of good games; to 
others it was just another ball 
fame; some were a little’ remorse- 
ful about being trimmed twice; a 
few of the boys, playing their first 
game of the season, found it just 
a little tough on dormant muscles, 
but to one of the men who took 
part for the local club, an anni- 
Versary was marked. 


Ralph Burrows, veteran baseball’ 


player, who lives at Countess, 
started his twenty fourth season of 
Baseball in Canada last Sunday, It 
was on June 2, 1916, that Ralph 
played his first game of ball in 
this district. 

On that eventful day, the Gem 
Coldny baseball team motored— 
or came by buggy, we just forget— 
to Bassano to play the local nine. 
With the Gem team was a husky 
young farmer who had just arirved 
from the States and was reported 
to be pretty “hot stuff” as a ball 
That player was Ralph 
Burrows and it is needless to say 
he proved to be a valuable player, 
not only in that game, but in many

“Billy” Fortier teamed up—Ralph 
pitching and Billy catching— to 
make one of the toughest combina- 
tions in baseball that this district 
has ever seen. Whenever the 
umpire used to announce this bat- 
tery, ball fans used to settle them- 
selves down for some real baseball 
—providing the opposition was fair- 
ly good, 

After Ralph's “soup bone” began 
to stiffen, he took over the “hot 
corner” and for several years was 
almost an entire ball team himself, 
as he covered practically all the 
territory between short and third. 
He never failed to make this posi- 
tion on every All Star team that 
was organized between Calgary and 
Medicine Hat, even playing with 
teams from these two cities. 

The fielding ability of this vet- 
eran ball player was not his only 
qualification. On very few line- 
ups, did Ralph miss the cleanup 
position. With a man on base and 
Burrows at bat, one run, was al- 
most conceded and quite often two 
—Ralph used to hit a powerful iot 
of home. runs. The height of 
Ralph’s ambition when playing on 
the local diamond, was to place 
one in the-school grounds. Many 
a baseball has been found in the 
trees surrounding the school yard, 
with Burrows trade mark on it’s 
horsehide cover. In the days when 
Ralph and Billy Fortier starred on 
the local team, opposing fielders 
spent most of their time either in 
the school grounds or in J. Rath- 
bones front yard.
